The conditions to be met In the con­ 
struction of reinforced concrete cul­ 
verts make it desirable, from a stand­ 
point of economy, 
that a relatively 
high grade of concrete be used. 
Any 
decrease in the strength of the con­ 
crete necessitates a ^ responding in­ 
crease in some dimension of the mem­ 
bers, and thereby adds to the dead 
load which the structure must sustain. 
Reinforcing bars should be made 
from steel having a safe strength of 
not less than BI,OOO pounds per square 
inch, and 
should 
possess 
sufficient 
malleability to be readily bent into the 
desired 
shapes 
while 
cold. 
When 
placed in concrete they should be free 
from rust, grease or foreign materials 
of any kind, otherwise a perfect bond 
between the bars and the concrete will 
not be obtained. 
Designers 
of 
highway bridge and 
drainage structures are urged not only 
to investigate the safety and dura­ 
bility of proposed designs, but to con­ 
sider their esthetic features as well. 
When bridges and culverts are to be 
constructed of permanent materials, 
such as reinforced concrete, the de­ 
signer should bear constantly in mind 
the fact that 
any 
esthetic 
defects 
which may be present in such struc­ 
tures w ill becom e'more and more ap­ 
parent as the community develops. 
For example, a highway bridge, the 
defects of which are hardly noticeable

as econom ically, but there are few 
flrjcks that will not improve in egs 
yield if given at least one feed daily 
It ought not to be difficult to de 
term ine w hether more feed is needed. 
Something depends on the size of th* 
flock and the range, but the egg yieU 
will tell. 
There is only one probable 
explanation for a farm hen’s failure 
to lay eggs in summer, and th at is 
lack of feed. Occasionally it is due ta 
a lack of the right kind of feed, but 
generally if the hens have one feed 
daily of any grain they will give good 
results. 
W heat, barley 
and oats 
are th* 
practical sum m er grains, but if a little 
care is used and some meat, corn la 
very good. W hatever grain is used it 
is genuine economy to give the hens 
access to dry bran. 
An open shallow 
box will do if you haven’t time to make 
a regular feed hopper. No poultry- 
man or farm er is feeding to the best 
advantage who does not feed bran.
